THE GOLD DRAIN. 


The free gold in the treasury is al-J 


most exhausted and the European de- 
mand for the metal continues. 
Secre-' 


tary Carlisle is consulting with the 
arch goldbng Senator Sherman, who 
has been several times in the treasury 
department where he is doubtless a 
welcome if not an invited visitor. Car- 
lisle absolutely declines to outline the 
policy of the administration or inti- 
mate what he intends to do if the for- 
eign demand for gold keeps up, 


The New York bank presidents say 


there is no cause for alarm and that 
the order that no more gold certificates 
be issued was very proper under the 
circumstances. Sherman, they say, is- 
sued a similar order when he was sec- 
retary of the treasury and the people 
goon tired of carrying gold about. 
They say they do not look for any 
great depreciation in values, and of 
course hope that the treasury will re- 
plenish its stock of gold by issuing 
bonds. 


On the other hand there are those 


who think the action of the goldbrigs 
will precipitate what they profess to 
fear so much, the transfer to a silver 
basis. 
While the law makes green- 


backs and treasury notes redeemable 
in coin—either gold or silver—the pol- 
icy of the government under Harrison, 
and Cleveland does not change it, has 
been to redeem all obligations of the 
government exclusively in gold. Thit. 
is depleting the treasury and the banks 
and if the shipments'of gold to Europe 
do not cease the government must pay 
out silver or issue bonds to European 
money lenders for gold to supply the 
demand. 


If the secretary of the treasury would 


adhere to the law, which authorizes 
him to redeem government notes and 
treasury notes in either gold or silver, 
instead of obeying the dictates of Sher- 
man and Wall street, there would be 
more gold and less silver in the treas- 
ury, 
products would command higher 


prices and the country would be more 
prosperous. 


What is needed is a congress that 


will make it compulsory upon the sec- 
rotary of the treasury to pay a part of 
all government obligations in silver 
and coin the stacks of bullion now 
stored in the treasury vaults to meet 
those obligations. The whole country 
outside of Wall street complains of 
the scarcity of money. Gold is being 
shipped to Europe at the rate of several 
millions a week and yet the secretary

DANGEROUS SOLDIERS. 


The experiment of making soldiers 


of Indians which Secretary Proctor 
thought two or three years ago would 
be a great success, has been tried' and 
found wanting.

Apaches and.San Carlos Indians in the 
Tenth and Eleventh Infantry stationed 
in Arizona and as they are uncontroll- 
able when they can procure liquor and 
threaten the lives of those whom they 
are intended to protect, they are to be 
sent to Barrancas, Florida. The Army 
and Navy Journal commenting upon 
the reports of officers at Forts Bowie 
and Apache, where those Indian sol- 
diers have been stationed, says: 


"Many of these reports show the 


Indians to be well advanced in drill, 
but little or no progress has been made 
in civilization. In a number,of Instan- 
ces the presence of Indian troops is re- 
garded as a standing menace to the 
safety of the neighborhood. On the 
last pay-day at Fort Bowie, Ariz., where 
Company I, 10th Infantry, composed 
of Apache and San Carlos Indians, is 
stationed, more than half the company 
got drunk, as they have repeatedly 
done before, and became so unruly as 
to cause the greatest alarm to the rest 
of the garrison and citizens of the 
neighborhood. They were insubordi- 
nate, ugly and defiant, and threatened 
to go back to the reservation to a body. 
It was only by the greatest prudence 
that the officers succeeded in prevent- 
ing serious trouble. So unruly has 
this company'become that the officers 
have felt themselves constrained, as a 
means of preserving peace, to recom- 
mend their removal to some other sec- 
tion of the country where discipline 
can be maintained and where the In- 
dians themselves can derive some ben- 
efit from civilized surroundings. 


"The war department has according- 


ly decided to send the company to Fort 
Barrancas, Fla. 
Bather than incur 


this expense would it not be better to 
discharge the men, send them back to 
their reservations, and let missionaries 
or somebody else try then- hand in 


Secretary Carlisle Thinking; of Redeem- 


ing: Them With Silver. 


Special to the JOURNAL.] 


WASHINGTON, April 18.—The gold sit- 


uation to-day is considered to be easier 
than yesterday. The treasury officials 
are more confident than twenty-four 
hours ago, and in the minds of all the 
impression has become stronger that it 
may not be necessary for the secretary 
to take any action which will change 
the present policy of the department. 
Carlisle's determined 'attitude has al- 
ready had a beneficial effect and so soon 
as it becomes known that the secretary 
of the treasury seriously considered 
the advisability of stopping the pay- 
ment of gold coin for treasury notes 
issued under the silver act of July 14, 
1890, the situation will present a very 
different phase and the shipment of 
gold which was looked upon as a means 
for forcing the administration to issue 
bonds will come to an end. 


A cabinet meeting to-day was de- 


voted to some extent to the considera- 
tion of the financial situation and it is 
believed the secretary of the treasury 
will be upheld in his advice to stop for 
the present the payment in gold of 
treasury notes. 


Under the silver act of 1890, at pres- 


ent there are outstanding $180,000,000 
in notes and they are being constantly 
redeemed in gold at the New York sub- 
treasury. The redemption in gold has 
been a matter of accommodation on 
the part of the treasury department, as 
the law g-ves the secretary of the treas- 
ury discretion as to whether they will 
be redeemed hi gold or silver. Now 
that the gold balance is reduced, the 
secretary of the treasury is considering 
the advisability of using his discretion 
and paying these notes in silver. If 
the secretary of the treasury deter- 
mines to take advantage of the discre- 
tion given him by the silver purchase 
law, it will be a more difficult matter 
for the New Yorkers to obtain gold cer- 
tificates and the treasury notes would 
leave them with less upon which gold 
could be obtained. 


There is a feeling among some of the 


men who have been prominent in finan- 
cial circles; that should Secretary Car- 
lisle issue an order stopping this re- 
demption, it would approach some- 
thing of a sensation, but those who are 
best known claim that nothing of the 
kind would result and still insist if it 
became apparent that Secretary Oar- 
lisle was to adopt this course, the 
New Yorkers who have been repre- 
sented as trying to push the govern- 
ment into an embarassing position 
would see then- efforts in vain and gold 
would again begin to flow into the 
treasury. If they are correct in their 
surmises it will be unnecessary for 
Carlisle to take any further action. 


The confidence of the treasury 


officials has increased by the knowledge 
that Conrad M. Jordon, the new sub- 
treasurer at New York, will probably 
enter his duties to-morrow morning. 
His ability is particularly well thought 
of here and with his assistance it is be- 
lieved Secretary Carlisle will success- 
fully meet the situation.

THE APPtE WORM. 


A Brief Account in the Interest of Ne- 
1 
vada Apple Grower*. 


Newspaper Bulletin No. 4. 


This is the worst insect pest in Ne- 


vada at the present time. Its preval- 
ence and the limits of its distribution 
have increased wonderfully within the 
past few years. While some orchards 
are slightly affected others are most 
thoroughly stocked. This latter con- 
dition will be common to all in the 
near future. This insect, the mature 
form of which is known as the codling 
moth, originally came from Europe, 
was brought into California about 
twenty years ago and probably came 
Into Nevada from our neighbor state. 


No exclusion act will have any effect 


in a case of this kind. Existing con- 
ditions must be met and the apple 
crop saved from ruin by intelligent in- 
dividual effort.

ing it to torn brown and fall. This 
most not be permitted to occur to any 
great extent. 


As to danger in use of these poisons 


there is absolutely none. The winds, 
possible rains, and especially the 
change in the skin, of fruit, remove 
every trace of poison by the time the 
fruit is ripe. 
Repeated chemical 


analysis have demonstrated that the 
amount of poisons adhering to the 
fruit is perfectly harmless. 


The first spraying should be done at 


the time the blossoms are falling. This 
is in time to catch the first eggs and 
sufficiently late to save the bees from 
poisoning. A. fiecond application ten 
days after the first, and again at six 
and eight weeks after the first should 
result in saving almost all of the fruit. 


SPBAYING APPARATUS. 


The essentials here are: Firstly, a 


force pump that will throw a contin- 
uous stream, which, if unobstructed, 
will extend far above the tree-tops. 
Secondly, a nozzle, which, without des- 
troying the force of the pump, resolves 
the stream into a fine mist that will 
penetrate every bidden nook of the 
tree. Thirdly, these two are to be con- 
nected by a light hose long enough to 
permit the nozzle being held by means

are very uniform habits with this in- 
sect and are all-important in the con- 
sideration of remedies 


the course of a week the egg 


hatches and the young worm at once 
begins to gnaw towards the core of the 
apple. The worm attains its growth 
while in the fruit; then leaves it to form 
the pupa. Much wormy fruit will have 
fallen by this time, but in any case the 
worm seeks some protecting crevice 
in which to pass the pupa state. None 
better is afforded than the spaces be- 
tween the young bark and the old 
scales, Here cocoons may be found in 
great numbers. 


Three or four weeks are spent by the 


worm in the fruit and two weeks at 
least in the pupa, which remains sur- 
rounded by the white silken cocoon. 
By the middle of June, or possibly be- 
fore, a second brood of moths appear. 
By July 1st these have visited the 
apples and deposited eggs for a third 
brood. The rough skin of the fruit 
and the stem cavity now offer suitable 
places for the deposition of eggs, and 
here they are often placed. The history 
of this brood may differ from that of 
the other in this, that some of the 
moths may appear in August but most 
of them remain in pupas hibernating 
in this form to appear the following 
May. 


BEMEDIES. 


The question now arises, " In which 


of the stages, namely, the egg, tbe 
cocoon, or the moth may we attack this 
pest and be reasonably sure of suc- 
cess?" The moths are almost ever 
seen, so there is nothing to hope for 
here, Many cocoons are found under 
scales of bark. These may be destroyed 
and the egg-laying of many moths pre- 
vented. The worms busily burrowing 
within as many different apples are 
beyond attack. Their destruction now 
means the destruction of the fruit we 
would save. The eggs are two minute 
to be sought out and destroyed even 
were such a step practicable. 


But the young worm takes for its 


first meal a small part of the outside of 
the apple. Let the surface of th'e fruit 
be thoroughly poisoned and the desired 
end is gained. The worm is killed be- 
fore H entert the fruit. 


Thus we have two lines of treatment 


which may be followed The worm may 
be killed in its incipiency, or after its 
work of destruction is over and it is 
sleeping in its silken cocoon. The 
reader will note the advantages of one 
method over those of the other. 


At this season many cocoons may be 


destroyed by scraping the rough bark 
From the trunks of the trees and clear- 
Ing all refuse from under the trees. 
Let all this be burned. Bands pf cloth 
may be placed about the trunk's a foot 
or more above the ground. The worms 
will resort to the folds of these. By 
Jane first these may be dipped in hot 
water and again placed about the trees, 
the process to be repeated at intervals 
later. Thus your own and your neigh- 
bor's fruit is being protected, from 
many future moths which you destroy 
in the cocoon. However this is only 
after your own fruit baa been injured.

Nurture and Ph'jnlcal Development. 
We may ask, Has any actual difference 


been ascertained between the growth of 
the children of the favored class and 
that of the less favored child? Do fresh 
air and good food and exercise and the 
absence of exhausting labor tell not only 
upon the general health and happiness of 
aur children, but upon their height ana 
weight and the development of their 
shests? Does nurture tell in actual fig- 
ures upon the size of a man? To this we 
may answer yes. 


It should be remarked in this connec- 


tion that in regard to their actual origi- 
nal endowment of bone and muscle, na- 
ture is impartial in her favors, that her 
children are born free and equal in this 
respect, and that circumstances as re- 
gards poverty or wealth or class, whether 
of king or peasant, have little or no in- 
fluence upon the size of the new born. 


It is also noteworthy that the tendency 


in the beginning is always toward tho 
normal symmetrical development of ilia 
body, and (speaking of the rule) that 
children are not born deformed, or with 
the deficiencies and irregularities we 
sometimes note in them later. Out of 
28,300 infants observed by Quutsnicr, 
only 122 were found to present any de- 
viation from the normal, and these ex- 
ceptions were actual monstrosities, while 
from 15,22» cases observed at a mater- 
nite in Paris only 46 were deformed.— 
Mary T. Bissell, M. D., in Harper's 
Bazar.
